fordiPinohot, who was ousted as chief 
forester ;qf. the United States, on the 
witness ..stand,, the congressional .In- 
vestigation into the Ballinger-Pinchpt 
controversy entered its second phase. 
In a, statement ho had already pre- 
pared,, Pinchot Denounced Secretary 
Ballinger as a .deceiver of President 
Taft and betrayer of his own country. 
The statement says: 


"What I. desire to lay before the 


committee Is a^story of my.experi- 
ence with Ballinger in relation to the 
conservation of. natural resources. 
Among several other matters there 
are three of principal Importance' to 
he called to your attention. 


"The .first of these 
concerns 
the 


policy, devised and inagurated by the 
last administration, 
of -protecting 


against, monopolistic control tie watiar 
poyer owned by the people.. I .shall 
show, you that Secretary Ballinger en.- 
.tered his offlce'with the. determina- 
.tioa to make short work.of that, pol- 
icy; that.he. reversed it so far as -he 
was allowed/to .do so; tljat,he .restored 
the power sites to'entry without tiie 
remotest .Idea..of ..withdrawing them, 
and. that finally, when I'charged, him 
last autumn, to the president .with be- 
ing an enemy-to the policy of eon- 
seryatipn, he capped the.climax by 
giving the president .himself an ex- 
pla'natlptt of his conduct .that swas es- 
sentially false. 


"The second has to do with my 


connection as a government officer 
with the Cunningham coal cases and 
with the Glavis charges. I shall show 
you how the forest service became in- 
volved in these cases, and how Glavls 
submitted'his facts to me.. I be- 
lieved then, .as I believe now, that 
he told the truth. 


"I am convinced now, as I was 


when he came to me, that Glavls It 
a faithful public servant, - and that 
the •; facts which he -presented will 
prove that Mr. Ballinger has been un- 
faithful to his trust as a servant of 
the people, and as the custodian of 
public property of enormous value.
